CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. A gunman unleashed 
a barrage of fire at a recruiting center and 
another U.S. military site a few miles apart in 
Chattanooga on Thursday killing at least four 
Marines, officials said. The attacker also died. 

Federal authorities said they were investi- 
gating the possibility it was an act of terror- 
ism, and the FBI took charge of the case. 

AU.S. official speaking on condition of ano- 
nymity identified the gunman as Muhammad 
%ussef Abdulazeez, 24, of Hixson, Tenn., 
though the spelling of his first name was in 
dispute, with federal authorities and records 
giving at least four variations. The official said 
Abdulazeez was believed to have been born 
in Kuwait. It was unclear Thursday afternoon 
whether he was a U.S. or Kuwaiti citizen. 



Three other people 
were reported wound- 
ed, including a sailor 
who was said to have 
been seriously hurt. 

“Lives have been 
lost from some faith- 
Abdulazeez ful people who have 

been serving our country and I think I join all 
Tennesseans in being both sickened and sad- 
dened by this,” Gov Bill Haslam said. 

Within hours of the bloodshed, law officers 
with guns drawn swarmed what was believed 
to be Abdulazeez’s house, and two females 
were led away in handcuffs. 

A dozen law enforcement vehicles rolled 
into the neighborhood of Hixson, and police 
closed off streets and turned away people try- 


ing to reach their homes. 

The shootings took places minutes apart, 
with the gunman stopping his car and spray- 
ing dozens of bullets first at a recruiting cen- 
ter for all branches of the military then appar- 
ently driving to a Navy-Marine training center 
7 miles away authorities and witnesses said. 
The attacks were over within a half-hour. 

Authorities would not say how the gunman 
died. FBI agent Ed Reinhold said Abdulazeez 
had “numerous weapons” but would not give 
details. 

The names of the dead, who were all killed 
at the training center, were not immediately 
released. 

Reinhold said authorities were looking into 
whether it was domestic or international ter- 
rorism or “a simple criminal act.” 


In Washington, President Obama pledged 
a prompt and thorough investigation and said 
the White House had been in touch with the 
Pentagon to make sure military installations 
are being vigilant. 

“It is a heartbreaking circumstance for 
these individuals who served our country 
with great valor to be killed in this fashion,” 
he said. 

The recruiting center sits in a strip mall, 
between a cellphone business and an Italian 
restaurant, with no apparent special security 

The training center is in an industrial area 
that includes a Coca-Cola bottling plant. The 
two entrances to the fenced facility have un- 
manned gates and concrete barriers that re- 
quire approaching cars to slow down to drive 
around them.

Six years ago, aspiring 

Chicago-area musician Ryley Walker was 
browsing merchandise at the Pitchfork 
Music Festival when he struck up a conver- 
sation with vendor Dustin Drase, founder 
of Chicago-based Plustapes record label. 

Walker, not even of drinking age at the time, re- 
turned the next day and gave Drase a cassette tape 
of songs recorded in his bathroom, Drase recalled. 

Plustapes eventually released “Of Deathly Pre- 
monitions” in 2011, a collaboration between Walk- 
er and Daniel Bachman. It released Walker’s solo 
debut EP “The Evidence of Things Unseen” later 
that year. 

On Friday, Walker, now in his mid-20s and 
whose music is inspired by Tim Buckley, will again 
be at the Pitchfork— only this time as a performer. 

Chicago has seen a steady increase in the num- 
ber of small record labels releasing tapes for rela- 
tively unknown local artists. It’s not only an easy 
and inexpensive way to get bands noticed, but it’s 
also paved the way for them to reach the stages of 
Pitchfork and Riot Fest. 

This year, even more of these small labels will 
be selling the tapes of lesser-known musicians at 
tables in the CHIRP Record Fair section of Pitch- 
fork. 

Many of the labels focus on garage rock, psy- 
chedelic, metal and noise bands, according to 
Drase, who said bass-heavy music does not sound 
as good on tapes. 

Drase, 37, whose record label operates out of 
Fincoln Square, said that mainstream bands re- 
leasing music via tapes peaked around 2010 and 
“has actually died off in the past two years or so. It 
has kind of reached a comfortable point.” 

Since then, lesser-known bands have benefit- 
ed most from a surge in small labels that release 
tapes, Drase said. 

Many of the smaller labels are run by musicians 
who want to release tapes for their bands and 
bands they tour with, Drase said. 

“They can play sweaty house shows, basements 
and lofts. The tape medium is perfect for bands of 
that caliber,” Drase said. “ You can work on that 
sound, gain a following and figure out who you 
are. {They} have fans that want to connect but 
aren’t quite to the point where they want to spend 
money in a studio.” 

One such owner is 27-year-old Ian “Magic Ian” 
Wisniewski, who started making tapes for his 
band EGO and now releases other bands on his 
label Maximum Pelt. 

“It started as self-promotion. ... Five years ago, it 
took a more serious turn,” Wisniewski said. “No- 
body had merchandise and recording was hard, so 
I started putting other stuff out. I love the ana- 
logue sound and warm quality” 

For bands and music collectors, the appeal of 
tapes goes beyond sound quality and trendy col- 
lectibles. Unlike CDs and records, tapes are eco- 
nomical. 
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Most local labels that issue cassettes make 
50 to 100 tapes at a time, Wisniewski said. 
The labels keep half to sell online and give the 
other half to the bands to sell on tour, usually 
for $5, he said. 

If a band decides it wants to sell CDs or 
records instead, the band usually has to buy a 
much greater quantity at a higher price. 

“Tapes are affordable. We spend $100 
instead of $1,500,” 
said the 29 -year-old 
drummer for Maxi- 
mum Pelt label band 
jVAMOS! who goes 
by the name Jawshua 
Drumms. “That is gas 
money That is money 
for new tires for tour- 
ing. Tapes help keep 
everything afford- 
able.” 

jVAMOS! played 
Riot Fest last year and 
will headline the Emp- 
ty Bottle on Aug. 3 for 
the release of their 
new LP, which will be 
available on tape and 
vinyl. 

Additionally tapes 
are easier to carry 
around than records, tape decks are cheap to 
purchase at thrift stores and many younger 
music collectors are driving older cars with 
cassette players, Wisniewski said. 

In an age when concertgoers can listen to 
almost any lesser-known touring band on 
BandCamp, tapes provide an affordable alter- 


native for music collectors who want to sup- 
port the band or own a piece of art. 

“Part of it is definitely the collectability and 
wanting to have a physical thing,” said Wis- 
niewski, who has more than 700 tapes. “You 
have artwork you can feel and flip through 
while you are listening. ... You appreciate the 
music. You listen to the album and can’t skip 
over the songs with the push of a button.” 

The ability for fans 
to stream music online 
hasn’t affected all re- 
cord labels equally and 
tape labels often pro- 
vide music that isn’t 
available on Spotify 
Karissa Talanian, 
24, founder of Logan 
Square’s Eye Vybe Re- 
cords, which focuses 
on local and national 
psychedelic bands, 
believes the Internet 
is a huge resource. 

“For my label, the 
Internet really helps,” 
Talanian said. “That is 
how I communicate, 
and that is how this 
whole community 
comes together. To 
advertise, release and sell tapes, it really helps 
me to have the Internet today It’s a lot easier 
to promote that way If someone just sees a 
band name on a flier, that isn’t going to ex- 
plain what’s going on, but the Internet allows 
me and my bands to explain what is going on.”

2015 GEORGE FRANKLIN MEMORIAL 
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10 years later, 2005 White Sox 
World Series still makes no sense 


It might be the great- 
est anomaly in Chi- 
cago sports history 
Looking back, 
there’s no way the 
2005 White Sox 
should have won the 
World Series. 

» Their then-41- 
year-old manager, 
Ozzie Guillen, was 
in his second year 
on the bench and 
had never managed 
before the Sox gave him the job. 

» Arguably the best hitter in franchise 
history Frank Thomas, played just 34 games 
that season. He had 12 homers and 26 RBIs 
but was sidelined after July 20 because of a 
fractured foot. 

» None of the regulars in the lineup even 
flirted with hitting .300. In fact, the team 
leader in batting average that year, Scott 
Podsednik (.290), hit just .244 the previous 
season. Go figure. 

» The Sox’s incumbent closer, Shingo 
Takatsu, flopped. His replacement, Dustin 
Hermanson, injured his back in late Septem- 
ber. So the Sox settled on huge (pun in- 
tended) question mark Bobby Jenks, to close 
down the stretch and in the postseason. He 
ended up being practically unhittable. 


Somehow it added up to 99 regular-season 
victories and an 11-1 romp through the play- 
offs. Again, it makes no sense whatsoever. 

If low expectations make for sweeter 
victories, the Sox were the epitome of that 
dynamic in 2005. 

Though unintentional on the team’s part, 
expectations have sagged in the years since. 
Too many high-profile acquisitions (Adam 
Dunn, Jim Thome, Jake Peavy etc.) have 
yielded mixed results at best, with only one 
playoff appearance in the past decade. 

And just when it looked like 2015 would 
be different, the offense has vanished, the 
defense has stumbled and they now have to 
pass seven teams simply to grab a wild-card 
spot. 

No fan base likes to have its emotions 
shredded and then tossed in a blender. 

Rather than pressing the reset button and 
building from scratch like the Cubs have 
done under Theo Epstein, the Sox have 
chased big-time free agents each offseason. 
The approach is admirable but amplifies fans’ 
frustration when wins are in short supply. 

Yet no matter how much attendance 
dips— they were 28th in 2014 and are 27th 
this year— the Sox have that 2005 trump card 
that will always give fans the warm fuzzies. 
Seeing your team pull a World Series out of 
thin air can make anyone believe in magic.

SUNDAY 
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Jason Isbell writes another solid Americana album 



When Jason Isbell 
released his excellent 
2013 breakout album 
“Southeastern,” it was 
something of a radical 
transformation for the 
Alabama-born musi- 
cian. His first effort sober, it triumphantly 
documented his journey to get clean and 
boasted the best Americana songwriting of 
the year— see the gut-wrenching and gor- 
geous “Elephant,” a contender for saddest 
song of the decade. 

With an album as good as that, the pres- 
sure to write a worthy follow-up would seem 
overwhelming. Not so for Isbell. On his new 
full-length “Something More Than Free,” any 
concerns that he couldn’t deliver seem laugh- 
able. After all, the 36 -year-old songwriter is 
currently enjoying the best time of his life: A 
soon-to-be dad married to violinist Amanda 
Shires (who appears throughout the record), 
Isbell channels his newfound contentment 
into a resilient effort that keeps the emotion- 
al baggage of his past work while somehow 


feeling lighter. 

Reuniting with “Southeastern” producer 
Dave Cobb, the album has many touchstones 
of an Isbell record— it’s got a twangy rustic 
coat of Americana with bright acoustic 
guitars; Shires’ gorgeous fiddle; calming, 
brushed percussion; and a bluesy riff-based 
number (“Palmetto Rose”). Like his previous 
four solo albums after a stint with Drive-By 
Truckers, Isbell deals in vivid portraits and 
well-formed characters. Take “Speed Trap 
Town,” the album’s most compelling song, 
which sets the scene of leaving town with the 
opening couplet, “She said, ‘It’s none of my 
business, but it breaks my heart’/Dropped a 
dozen cheap roses in my shopping cart.” 

This sort of framing is Isbell’s bread and 
butter: creating empathetic protagonists 
and writing heart-stopping stories about 
them. Another example of this comes in the 
album’s midpoint, “Children of Children.” 

It’s a deeply autobiographical narrative of his 
mother having him when she was just 17: ‘All 
the years I took from her just by being born.” 
It’s a heartfelt moment, and when grandiose 


strings and a ripping guitar solo close out the 
track, it’s tasteful instead of saccharine. 

Few musicians can pull off tugging on our 
heartstrings as aggressively as Isbell. He’s a 
humane writer, one who deeply cares about 
his craft (see the title track and the pastoral 


“Hudson Commodore”). So when “Some- 
thing More Than Free” falters, like the way 
“The Life You Chose” and “24 Frames” trade 
edge and intrigue for utter blandness, the 
moments of brilliance elsewhere make up 
for it.

Not much to see here 



You wouldn’t think a 
movie co-starring the 
astonishingly random 
collection of Amy 
Schumer, LeBron 
James, Tilda Swinton, 
John Cena, Brie Lar- 
son, Ezra Miller and 
Colin Quinn would 
feel like the same 
old thing. Especially 
considering how ef- 
fectively Schumer, 
who also wrote the 
script, establishes her personality and voice in 
her stand-up and on Comedy Central’s “Inside 
Amy Schumer,” which, based on the many 
virally shared clips this season (I don’t have 
cable), is on fire right now 

Yet somehow “Trainwreck” easily becomes 
director Judd Apatow’s least memorable 
and least funny movie— its best and most 
significant comic idea being James, playing 
himself, being really emotionally invested in 
relationships, exclaiming awkwardly (“My 


boy got intimate! Sexual intercourse!”) and 
asking questions like, “Do you hear his name 
when you listen to the wind?” Mostly this is a 
one-liner delivery system with quips where the 
story’s supposed to be, throwing everything 
out of balance. 

Schumer plays Amy whose parents’ divorce 
decades ago sparked her commitment-phobia, 
and, boy there’s nothing fresher than seeing 
if a serial one-night stander can get his/her act 
together when the right person comes along. 
That person is Aaron (Bill Hader), a surgeon 
renowned for his work with athletes and who’s 
also the subject of a magazine article Amy’s 
been assigned to write. She’s competing for a 
promotion, and for a moment, the slow, soft- 
plotted “Trainwreck” almost becomes the rare 
movie to explore a difficult ethical situation 
for a journalist. 

Then it backs away from that and Amy’s 
assignment overall. The idea seems to be that 
a revolving door of mundane situations with 
supposedly hilarious details (Aaron listens to 
Billy Joel’s “Uptown Girl” during surgery!) can 
prevent this from seeming like a Judd Apatow 


impression of a Judd Apatow movie. It doesn’t. 
And the cliched notion that a grand romantic 
gesture can solve legitimate interpersonal 
problems suggests a disappointing, clueless 
distance from the realities of intimacy 
Schumer handles the emotional peaks just 
fine; it’s the time in between that fails to hold 
interest, the character a few shades from Kris- 
ten Wiig’s better-written, better-acted mess 
in “Bridesmaids.” The highlights of Schumer’s 


film are almost all throwaways, like Amy’s co- 
worker (Vanessa Bayer) defending her expres- 
sion during a meeting (“I’m not smiling; I’m 
just very nervous”), Amy taking a Staten Island 
ferry-of-shame, a homeless man (Dave Attell) 
whose sign reads “I blame you” and Amy’s 
sort-of boyfriend (Cena) revealing that he and 
his muscular pals talk about relationships while 
they work out. Why no one thought to include 
that happening on screen, I have no idea.

‘Ant-Man’ avenges ‘Avengers: Age of Ultron’ 


It’s awesome to have 
now-kinda-buff 
Paul Rudd playing a 
superhero. It’s great 
to have a comic book 
movie co-written by 
Edgar Wright (“The 
World’s End”) Joe 
Cornish (‘Attack the Block”), Adam McKay 
(“The Other Guys”) and Rudd. And it’s cool 
to have a movie called ‘Ant-Man,” since my 
mom’s maiden name is Antman and she’s re- 
ally excited about this. 

More importantly: ‘Ant-Man” is funnier 
than “Tfainwreck” and far better-told than 
‘Avengers: Age of Ultron,” as most movies are. 
It leaves you with a weird sensation, feeling 
like you had ... what’s the word, often-sought 
but sadly rarely achieved by summer movies? 
Oh yeah, fun. Thanks to Rudd, bits of snark 
feel clever or even self-deprecating instead 
of rude and bitter. And, jeez, this is a movie 
focused on shrinkage, in which the hero is 
told he needs to shrink and grow at will so his 
size always can meet his needs, and ‘Ant-Man” 
doesn’t have a single dick joke. That deserves 


applause. Seriously 

Because this is a Marvel property villain 
Darren Cross (Corey Stoll) doesn’t quite stick. 
For a while the stakes feel more theoretical 
than pressing, with the most significant victim 
of Cross’ evil scheme an innocent lamb turned 
to pink gloop by a shrink-ray machine thing 
that only Dr. Pym (Michael Douglas) knows 
how to get right. He tasks ex-con Scott Lang 
(Rudd) with turning into the world’s smallest 
do-gooder and teaming with an army of ants 
to stop Cross from furthering his technology 
and selling the weapon to blah blah blah. 

The San Francisco-set ‘Ant-Man” marks 
the summer’s second movie (“Tomorrow- 
land”) to recall “Honey, I Shrunk the Kids.” 

It struggles to avoid feeling like an awkward 
blend of silly comedy and emotion, with its 
dramatic scenes essentially having lights flash- 
ing “IMPORTANT BACKSTORY NOW!” 
But, aside from fantasies of how ‘Ant-Man” 
might have turned out had Peyton Reed not 
replaced Wright as director, it’s refreshing for 
this kind of movie to be low on bloodshed and 
high on charm, more heist than blowout. The 
challenge to make a superhero movie that’s 



both light and substantial remains. But ‘Ant- 
Man” offers the Marvel universe’s best Stan 
Lee cameo in awhile and a hilarious trio of 
sidekicks (Michael Pena, T.I., David Dastmal- 
chian) begging for a spinoff that maybe they’ll 
get after the 5,000 other ‘Avengers’-related 
movies already on the release schedule for the 
next 70 years.
